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[Claim of utility model] 

(1) It is the filthy water valve which an 
inlet tube and an effluent pipe were 
connected to, and it is filthy water 
dialect including what it is removable, 
and filter means formed in the shape of 
a basket with a frame and filtration 
member by the above mentioned inlet 
tube side was arranged on. 

(2) Filtration member is chosen among 
cloth, a rionwoven fabric, paper 
materials or net materials and it is a 
filthy water dialect as claimed in the 
claim that one kind or higher than two 
kinds are made to grapple, and is 
employed (l).
